BRISBANE City has signed a new player, 
and although he arrived in Queensland this 
week, it will be nearly a month before the 
club’s fans will get to see their latest 
acquisition. 

Lee Howells, who played in England with Bristol 
City, arrived in Brisbane on Tuesday but as City has 
five players in the Queensland squad which begins its 
tour of Fiji on Saturday, their next two fixtures will 
be posptoned. 

Brisbane City secretary John Ponturo rates Howell 
as “the find of the season”. 

“He is a great ball player with a lot of skill and we 
have been looking for someone like that for a long 
time,” he said. 

As Howell is an Australian citizen born in Perth he 
will not fill a valuable visa player at the club. 

City also are waiting for Irish striker Paddy Dil- 
lon, who is expected to arrive on mid-way when his 
contract with his Irish club expires. 

Like City, North Star also has more than two 
players in the Queensland squad and are expected to 
seek a postponment of their matches over the next 
fortnight.

WITHIN 24 hours of 
sacking coach Len 
McKendry, Bruns- 
wick Juventus sank 
deeper into trouble 
suffering a de- 
moralising 4-3 loss 
to Preston Makedo- 
nia at Connor Re- 
serve on Sunday. 

Makedonia are no 
stranger to crisis having 
sacked coach Ernie 
Merrick a month ago, 
and both teams took to 

the park with player- 
coaches, though unlike 
Makedonia’s caretaker 
boss Ron Campbell, 
Juve’s Brian Brown has 
been given the job till 
the end of the season. 

Ironically, had the 
NSL not rescheduled 
the Beach Fashions Cup 
Final to later in the sea- 
son McKendry might 
still be coach. If the final 
had been played in the 
last fortnight as original- 
ly planned and Juve had 
beaten Apia-Leichhardt 
it is hard to imagine the 
sacking taking place. 

As for Makedonia, 
Sunday’s performance 
shows that their plans to 
bring in a top coach 
from Macedonia may be 
unnecessary as the side 
stretched its unbeaten 
run to four games. 

One of the most excit- 
ing games this season, 
fans saw both teams 
stage stirring revivals 
but a 20-minute lapse at 
the beginning of the 
second half set Juventus 
too difficult a task to sal- 
vage the match. 

The goal-feast was all 
the more surprising as 
both teams had key 
attackers sidelined — 
Makedonia’s Steve 
Smith broke his wrist 
against Apia a fortnight 
ago while Juventus’ 
Andrew Zinni is having 
the pin.taken out of his 
broken finger this week 
and Mike Petersen is re- 
covering from a strain 
he suffered last weekend 
against Wollongong. 

In his first game as

Lewis missed what 
might have been his ‘big 
break’ was with Wales 
as it went within an ace 
of qualifying for the 
World Youth Champ- 
ionships.

“When I was released 
from Chester I wrote off 
to all different countries 
and I received offers 
from both Australia and 
New Zealand.” 

“‘T came out and 
joined Green Gully and 
I haven’t regretted a 
minute of it.” 


Shooting ahead 


Lewis has achieved 
much in his time in Mel- 
bourne — although the 
man himself still has 
plenty of goals, literally 
and figuratively, to 
shoot for. 
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In 1983 with Green 
Gully he set an all-time 
Victorian State League 
goalscoring record with 
a massive 31 goals which 
easily passed the old 
mark of 24 set by Ken 
Reed at George Cross 
back in 1977. 

That set up yet 
another major career 
move that could easily 
have propelled the 
quietly-spoken NSL 
champion to fame in 
double-quick time. 

A dream move in 
1984 to Melbourne’s 
number one club South 
Melbourne Hellas. 

1984 was the year 
mighty Hellas, under 
Len McKendry, took all 
before it to win the NSL 
title but Lewis's sniff of 
the big time lasted an 


all-too-brief eight 
weeks. 
In the two short 


months Lewis realised 
he was never a chance to 
break up the established 
goalscoring partnership 
at Hellas that year of 
Doug Brown and Char- 
lie Egan. 

“‘The year before 
Charlie and Doug had 
such a good scoring re- 
cord and it didn’t take 
me long at Hellas to 
realise that things just 
weren’t working out”, 
he says. 

“Even at training you 
could sense things 
weren’t working and af- 
ter about eight weeks 
Green Gully came back 
in for me.” 

“IT couldn’t refuse a 
move back to Gully and 
Hellas were really good 
about letting me go 
back.”

Tt was at Green Gully, 
where he was to spend 
another season and a 
half, where Lewis, says 
he had his best times. 

“The Green Gully 

team of 1982/83, when 
Len McKendry was in 
charge, were the best 
I’ve played in,’’ she 
says. 
“The team atmos- 
phere was great and we 
won everything — State 
League, Dockerty Cup, 
Ampol Cup and Top 
Four.” 

“There were so many 
good players — Small- 
man, Denys, Peter 
Lewis, Cannell, Short, 
Hogben, Carter, Toal, 
Vassallo and Gordon 
Wallace.”

a ‘normal’ football season, the West 
—nd National Soccer League is on the 
lip of the halfway mark. 

Be that as it may, the football served up to the 
Soccer public to date has indeed been of a relatively 
even quality. 

More than half a dozen of the 14 teams have shown 
a commendable intent to go out and attack their 
opponents of the day with the utmost regularity. 

This attitude of the coaches concerned has pro- 
vided real entertainment. In fact this aspect is one on 
which the sport is absolutely dependent for its future. 

Valour so often has its reward. May it continue to 
do so. 

One coach recently complained with some jus- 
tification that he had the greatest difficulty ever 
beating a certain opponent, whom he said often had 
10 men behind the ball for most of their away games. 

Given that there might have been an element of 
exaggeration in his claim, there is as well a fair deal 
of truth in it. 

There are coaches, who for no fault of their own, 
must soldier on without the class of player that others 


possess. 

They have to, and often do, make the best with a 
lower budget team. 

All the same the public must look for an in- 
creasingly r class of football and for entertain- 
ment value for Soccer to keep moving ahead. 

Beyond everything else has been the successful run 
of Wollongong City.

Australian football can only be enriched by being 
graced by such a player. It is to be hoped that he will 
be able to return for a second term in June. 

The bid to bring a current star performer could 
strike trouble due to the enormity of the insurance 
premium involved. 

There have been other attempts to obtain high 
quality guests to add to the quality of games, and 
Sydney Olympic is one such club with its moves to 
snare Gordon Strachan and now Alan Smith. 

Whilst these players are welcome and genuine 
migrants also add lustre to the game, more Austra- 
lian born or trained younger players should be com- 
ing through the ranks. 

When that happens there could be a reduction in 
the number of visa players permitted in the game. 

The imperatives of promotion and relegation lead 
clubs quite naturally to grab for all the talent they 
can find, no matter from what source. 

More Australian born or trained players of Natio- 
nal team quality are vitally needed in senior ranks 
both at National League and State League level.

EIRE will commence June’s European 
Championship finals as the rank outsider 
amongst the eight competing teams. That 
rating is easy to understand. 

After all, never before have the Irish Republic’s 
representatives qualified for the finals of a major 
international tournament. 

Their appearance in West Germany is due largely 
to Bulgaria suffering an incomprehensible home de- 
feat at the hands of Scotland, when a mere draw 
would have been sufficient for the undistinguished 
Bulgars to finish on top of Qualifying Group Seven. 

Irrespective of their history and how they gained a 
berth amongst Europe’s elite, the Eire players, offi- 
cials and players are looking towards June with quiet 
optimism. 

In the meantime, they are savouring a place in the 


limelight after languishing amongst the lower levels 
of European national teams for over 60 years. 


Although regularly producing players of top quali- 
ty right from the time of entering the international 
arena as the Irish Free State in 1924, Eire never had 
sufficient depth to make a si it mark until the 
late 1970s, when FIFA relaxed their regulations on 
cuebiiy for national team selection. 

ce they were able to call upon the sons, grand- 
sons and even great grandsons of Irish natives, Eire 
could field much solider combinations and results 
improved; though only gradually. 

Eire began to select a succession of competent 

ers not quite good enough to represent 
the country of their birth, but who had unearthed 
Irish ancestors to enter the international arena by the

Foreign language decisions 


A recent article in Australian Soccer 
Weekly was critical of a referees deci- 
sion over an incident in which a player 
spoke in a foreign language. 


The article has prompted the following clar- 
ification of policy from Australian Soccer Re- 
ferees Federation president, Dieter Klose, and 
National Referees coach Led Wilson. 


“It is very difficult for a referee to control 
the use of foul and abusive language when 
uttered in a foreign language unfamiliar to the 
arbiter. The guidelines are as follows: 


When a referee has made a decision and a 
player rushes towards the referee and remons- 
trates in a foreign tongue unfamiliar to the 
official, the player by his body language is 
evidently not too happy with the decision made 
and is therefore dissenting and can only be 


Should the referee understand the vocabul- 
ary and to him it is foul and abusive, the player 
should be sent-off. Law 12 does not state the

if the referee is not familiar with the language,

THE ACT has had six players — including 
two ‘guests’ from the Australian Institute 
of Sport — selected in the national under-

MUCH nonsense is often spoken these days 


about tactics and team formations i 


in Soccer. 

Coaches often talk ab-

- Amateurs’ mana 


THE NSW Amateur Soccer Federation has 
taken the right step in appointing a general 
manager to handle its business affairs. 


As a body promoting 
the playing of Soccer as 
well as building budding 
Stars, it now has the 
chance to succeed even 
more than ever before. 

Many sports, not the 

least of them netball, 
have shown the way to 
merchandise themselves 
successfully. 
NSW Soccer has the 
numbers and can have 
many more as well, pro- 
vide that they continue 
to get down to the grass- 
roots of the suburban 
and country club system, 
and to bring as many 
community organisa- 
tions as possible into the 
game as well. 

The success of Soccer 
football in schools owes 
everything to the origi- 
nal build-up of the game 
in the district associa- 
tions and branches. 

Perhaps unfortunate- 
ly, but no doubt under- 
standably, having a 
general manager does 
not mean that there can 
be any let up in the 
Promotion and manage- 
ment of the game at 
every level of activity 


through the voluntary 
work of members. 

On the contrary, the 
way ahead must mean 
more well-directed effort 
still from those who 
serve the game and as 
many active people that 
can be brought in. 

Having obtained a 
general manager with 
management and strong 
merchandising capacity, 
it is of no use completely 
tieing him down with 
routine office, 
administation or sundry 
sports politics affairs. 

He has to get out and 
do the job which was 
first broached some 

years ago — obtaining 
suitable licensing of pro- 
ducts etc, and bringing 
in the funds that will 
assist the game to go 
further ahead. 

The NSW Amateur 
Federation is in a posi- 
tion that no other state 
can match. Indeed it is 
away ahead of the NSW 
Federation in this de- 
partment as well. 

The southern states 
did not take the 
opportunity that NSW 


and Queensland demon- 
strated to have the game 
of Soccer football widely 
played throughout their 
states, when the position 
was put before them so 
many years ago. 


€onsequently they ex- 
ist on a comparative 
handful of players, and 
are beholden to other 
codes instead of having 
the game widely played 
in every suburb and 
town in huge numbers. 


How to convey the 
message to other states is 
an interesting project in 
itself. 


It seems no-one yet 
has been able to get the 
message over, so how 
can the game thrive in 
those states. 


It is just dodging the 
issue not to draw this 
Point to attention. 


Soccer in NSW has the 
strength in numbers 
against any other sport, 
and only the amateurs 
are capable of retaining 
and expanding it. 

The idea of having 
fulltime staff was hatch- 
ed many years back.

Luton claims its 
first major crown

THE 103 year old 
Luton Town club 
gained their first 
significant honour 
when they defe- 
ated Arsenal 3-2 in 
the final of Eng- 
land’s third most 
important domestic 
competition, the 
Littlewood’s Cup 
(previously known 
as the Football 
League Cup and 
then the Milk Cup) at 
Wembley. 

In contrast, the name 
of Arsenal has been in- 
scribed upon major 
trophies on fifteen occa- 
sions — most recently 
when the Littlewood’s 
Cup was brought to 
Highbury for the first 
time last April. 

Although tradition 
most definitely favoured 
the “Gunners” and, at 
the time of writing, they 
were eight places above 
Luton on the English 
first division ladder, it 
would have been foolish 
to write off the under- 
dogs. 
Luton have proven 
themselves doughty 
fighters in both the FA 
and Littlewood’s Cups 
this season and include 
in their ranks two strik- 
ers capable of turning 
any match; the mercu- 
rial South African Brian 
Stein, who grabbed the 
only goal of the first half 


and the winner seconds 
from full-time and 
powerful English in- 
ternational MickHar- 
ford, who in fact went 
off injured in the second 
half, but proved his 
worth when he was on 
the park. In addition, 
the “Hatters” defence 
contains two of British 
Soccer’s most depend- 
able players in Steve 
Foster and Mal 
Donaghy. 

Despite the defeat 
Arsenal’s side is a classi- 
cal blend of youth and 
experience. Veterans 
Kenny Sansom, David 
O’Leary and Graeme 
Rix (who did not play) 
provide invaluable 
maturity to a line up that 
boasts, in Nigel Winter- 
burn, Tony Adams, 
David Rocastle and Per- 
ry Groves, some of the 
best young talent on dis- 
play in the English 
League. 


Many Arsenal fans 
proclaimed victory over 
Liverpool in last year’s 
final as the dawning of a 
new ‘‘golden era”’ for 
the famous north Lon- 
don club. But, their in- 
ability to sustain an ear- 
ly season challenge for 
league leadership and 
elimination by Notting- 
ham Forest in the FA 
Cup suggests that they 
have quite some way to 
go yet before any legiti- 
mate comparisons with 
past great Gunners com- 
binations can be made.

Bone’s back 


1M BONE, sacked as assistant- 

manager at St. Mirren following 
a bust-up with striker FRANK 
McGARVEY earlier in the season, 
has landed a coaching job with 
Dundee United. 

“He's too experienced to be lost 
to the game,” explains United 
manager JIM McLEAN. “He's 
never played with me, so he'll 
bring some fresh ideas to the 
club.” 


Defeat now at Wemb- 
ley will doubtless be 
generally seen as proof 
that an actual decline 
has occurred over the 
past twelve months.

Har- 
ford was 29 in February 
and Donaghy, Foster 
and Stein are all now 30. 

Consequently, Luton 
went in as the sen- 
timental favourites and 
Australian sympathy to- 
wards them would have 
been increased if Perth’s 
David Oldfield gained a 
place on their substi- 
tutes’ bench. Following 
some sterling perform- 
ances in reserve team 
football, this was not 
totally inconceivable, 
however in the end he 
did not succeed. 

The possibility of 
UEFA ending their bar 
upon English clbus par- 
Bepaang in European 
club competitions later 
this year gave the game 
additional spice. If the 
exclusion is terminated, 
Luton Town will partici- 
pate in the 1988-89 
UEFA Cup. 

After Stein broke 
through to send Luton 
into the first half lead 
the game degenerated 
somewhat. 

But the same cannot 
be said for the second 
half where both teams 
came out with all guns 
blazing. 


First Martin Hayes 
equalised and two mi- 
nutes later Alan Smith, 
soon to link up with Syd- 
ney Olympic, put the 
Gunners 2-1 ahead. 

At this time Arsenal 
seemed for all money 
home. The Gunners 
were awarded a dubious 
penalty when Rocastle 
crashed to the ground 
and up stepped Hayes 
only to have the Luton 
keeper Andy Dibble 
make a brilliant save. 


Dibble was in fact 
Luton’s hero, he made a 
couple of other yen 
saves, one from a Smit 
header that looked well 
and truly on its way in. 

His opposite number 
John Lukic also made a 
similar brilliant stop ear- 
lier on. 


Young Hayes who 
had come on as a substi- 
tute had a real mixed 
bag, firstly scoring the 
equaliser and being a big 
part in the Arsenal fight- 
back yet then ae A the 
penalty saved and hit- 
ting the post from barely 
two metres from goal af- 
ter a Dibble save had re- 
bounded to him. 


Finally it was Stein 
grabbing his second goal 
of the game with just 
seconds remaining and 
extra-time looking im- 
minent. 


Ashley Grimes burst 
away down the right and 
hit a volleyed cross with 
the outside of his left 
boot into the path of the 
flying Stein and he 
finished with aplomb 
past Lukic.
